BT1 DENTS' COUNCIL OP McGILL UNIVERSITY STATEMENT OF REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE UPON 

ATHLETICS. 



• THE STUDENTS' COUNCIL 

Yesterday saw tho annual meeting of The Students' Society, a 
particularly interesting event to those wlio have watched tlio growing 
success of this at first rather risky experiment in student self-govern- 
ment. There an few students now at McGill who remember the 
Old Alma Mater Society, the predecessor of The Students' Council. 
Though claiming the double advantage of being very representative 
and of training its members in the executive side of college life from 
their freshman year, it was a distinctly large and rather unwieldy 
body, including delegates from each class as well as the \anous 
branches of student activity. Feeling that a more workable organiza- 
tion should be substituted, the present system was adopted in 1908- 
09, Murray G. Brooks. Arts '08. the last President of the Alma 
Mater Society, being largely responsible for the change. 

e Students' Council has the advantage of being a body small 
enough for the speedy transaction of business, while at the same time 
each member is well on in his college career, has almost without ex- 
ception been trained in executive work through the holding of succes- 
sive offices in the past, and has been freely elected by a relatively 
large number of students, thus assuring to the Board a thoroughly 

■reDresentative character, 
/arious questions relating to the Council have been thrashed out 
its establishment, a rather impoitant one being that of its compo- 
i. It was rightly argued that the President of the Athletic Asso- 
>n should be a member as well as the Presidents of the three 
>r athletic clubs, while on the opposite side it was said that the 
athletic element in the governing body was too prominent. For these 
representatives it was urged that athletics was the major concern in 
student activities, and a large proportion of the Council's assets came 
from this source, so that it was decided to include the four men men- 
tioned. The assumption of control over one after another of the vari- 
ous clubs and societies in the University has been a feature of the 
Council's career. I his was fortunate for several organizations whose 
finances were "rocky," but whose continued existence was thought 
justifiable. Such tentures as " The Annual" and the affairs of sec- 
tional clubs, it is thought, do not properly concern the administrators 
of student affairs as a whole. The three most noteworthy innova- 
tions under the Council's regime have been the establishment of rhe 
McGill Daily, the first paper of its kind in Canada; the appointment 
of a professional coach who has revolutionized our football, and the 
institution of the universal fee, which has made possible the financing 
of the various undertakings which make for a united, live university 
with undoubted college spirit. Other noteworthy achievements of the 
Council are the satisfactory settlement of the "M" rules discussion, 
the systematic organization of a Rooters' Club, and last but not least, 
▼ajuable work done by the students' themselves in the recent two mil- 
lion dollar canvass by the University. 

As President Matthewson pointed out to us at yesterday's meet- 
ing, the financial condition of the Students' Society was not long ago 
a matter of grave concern : as a matter of fact, when Mr. Dixon took 
his trick at the wheel navigation was becoming decidedly perilous; 
indeed, some hinted that student self-government was not altogether 
a successful scheme. With yesterday's financial statement before 
him, however, no one can argue that students are unable to manage 
their own affairs, and we may regard the experimental stage as being 
now quite at an end.
